DOES NOT A FFECT REA L ESTA TE 


Frank Branaman, as Special Judge, 


Sustains Contention That Will 


Created Illegal Perpetuity. 


Frank Branaman, as special ju d g e , 
in the Peter will ease gave a decision 
this mornin.iT holding tin* provisions of 
the will of the late *J. II. Peter, which 
provide«! for a disposition of the per­ 
sonal property to In* invalid, and that 
the personal property be distributed 
between the heirs, John Peter and 
Mrs. Stella Peter Burnside. 
The validity of this will h a s been 
in court for the past eight y e a r s and 
has been hard fought on account of 
the large amount of money which is 
involved. 
After the death of the late Mr. 
Peter, the e-tate was placed ill trust 
with the Jackson County Loan and 
Trust Company of this city. 
The 
heirs in the suit were represented by 
Frank J. Jones of Columbus and the 
Jackson 
County 
Loan 
and 
Trust 
Company by Eisner & Easting of this 
city. 
Arguments in the case were 
heard several months ago and Mr. 
Branaman, who was appointed spec­ 
ial judge, has had tin* case under ad­ 
visement since that time. 
In giving his decision, Mr. Brana­ 
man held that the provision.- of the 
will, which disposed of the personal 
property, 
were 
invalid 
upon 
the 
grounds that the will created an il­ 
legal perpetuity. 
Mr. Jones, attor­ 
ney for the heirs, was sustained in his 
contention that the will made no pro­ 
visions 
for tin* 
d i s p o s i t i o n 
of the 
principal or corpus of the personal 
property upon the death of the heir-. 
The will provides that John Peter 
and his sister. Mrs. Burnside should 
receive the principal or corpus of the 
personal property during their life­ 
time. but would md come into control 
of the prncipal itself. 
The Jackson 
County Loan & Tru-t C o., which has 
had control of the estate since the 
death of the late Mr. Peter, opposed 
the contention- of the h eirs. 
In his decision Mr. Branaman ludds 
that since no provision was made for 
the disposition of the personal prop­ 
erty upon the «leath of the heirs, the 
will does not affect the personal prop­ 
erty and that tin* late Mr. Peter died 
intestate to this part of his estate. 
The real estate of the Peter estate is 
not affected in any manner by the 
decision of Mr. Branaman. and will 
continue to remain in trust under the 
control of the Jackson County Loan 
and Trust Co. 
The will provides that in case the 
beneficiaries die 
without 
heirs, the 
real estate shall be distributed among 
other relatives of the late Mr. Peter. 
The will has been attacked several 
times before but Mr. Jones was the 
first attorney to tight it upon the 
ground of a perpetuity. 
T his is one 
of the largest e-tates that has been 
contested in the Jackson circuit court 
for several years.

Darrow. accused ot jury bribing, have 
given way to a battle of wits between 
Franklin and Earl Roger.-, chief coun­ 
sel for the defense. 
The ero---examination of FranJk- 
11 in, begun by Rogers late yesterday* 
[occupied the entire session today. 
For the first time since the arrest 
j of Franklin and the indictment of 
i himself and Darrow, the names of 
prospective juror-, other than Lock­ 
wood and Bain, alleged to have been 
-ought to be bribed, were injected in­ 
to the case. 


Franklin -aid he had entered into 
¡negotiations with A. K. Kruger and 
he had been “ turned down" by threo 
other-, Guy Yonkin, a Los Angeles ci­ 
gar dealer; John S. Fnderwood, a lo­ 
cal iron worker and Frank Smith of 
( ’«»vina. 
Franklin testified he had told Har­ 
row, after his arrest for attempting 
to bribe Lockwood, that, had Darrow 
not been present when he wa- arrest­ 
ed, he had intended t«» turn Lockwood 
over to flu* police for accepting a 
bribe. 
“ That was," asserted th«* witness, 
“ when I found that Lockwood had 
turned traitor to me." 


Franklin related numerous conver­ 
sations with Darrow 
in 
which the» 
former - course was discussed. 
He 
did not fear conviction f«»r the at­ 
tempt to bribe Lockwood, he said, but 
Lecornpte Davis had been conducting 
negotiations with th«* district attor­ 
ney with a view of getting the latter to 
accept a plea of guilty on the part of 
Franklin. 
In the event of such a 
plea and the impositiou of a fine o f 
$5.000 as anticipated. 
Darrow had 
tohl him, the witness said that he 
Would pay the fine and in addition 
give him $3,000: “ the $3,000." said 
Franklin, “ for tin* protection of my 
family until 1 could rebuild my repu­ 
tation in the community."

hopes of reaching the victim alive, 
were obliged to excavate a species of 
amphitheater to a depth of 40 feet.

debris as a gang of tw enty diggers 
would normally excavate in a cotij le

THE TIME HAS COME 


TO EMPLOY MARINES 


Landing Force Ready to Put Foot 


On Cuban Soil. 


Washington, Ju n e 1.— The landing of 
the first Am erican force on Cuban soil 
since the last intervention is expected 
to occur at any hour, w ith 100 marines 
on board the gunboat Paducah in the 
harbor at Daiquiri. 
The 
Paducah 
left Guantanamo to 
carry marines to Daiquiri on receipt 
of the report of the destruction by the 
negro rebels of property of the Span- 
lsh-Ameriean Iron company, an Am er­ 
ican owned corporation at that place. 
Commander Mitchell, in command of 
the Paducah, has authority to land his 
marines, if he deems it necessary or 
advisable to insure the protection of 
American 
property. 
Though 
it 
is 
known that the Paducah has arrived 
at Daiquiri, the navy department has 
no report 
that Commander M itchell 
has landed any force 
Officials of both the state and war 
departments are unable to find any 
thing encouraging in any aspect of 
the Cuban situation. 
It was learned 
that the negro leaders are giving re­ 
ceipts 
for 
property 
confiscated 
by 
them, the receipts being signed in the 
name of Estonez, who with Ivonet, is 
the head of the uprising. 
This pro­ 
cedure is taken to indicate that E s ­ 
tonez contem plates completely to over 
throw the Gomez government and as 
snme control him self 
In the opinion of offirials here, the 
entire situation, especially as regards 
the course cf the United States, de­ 
pends upon the aggressiveness of the 
neg’oes. 
The Gomez government is 
regarded as Incompetent to deal with 
the situation should the negroes be­ 
come more a dive. 
There w ill be no consideration of 
int< rvention, 
however, unless condi­ 
tions become vastly worse than 
at 
present.

son county. 
T h is year, however, the 
day will be o b served in Gibson, Van- 
derburg , 
Pike, 
Posey, 
Spencer 
and 
Warrick co unties, com prising the First 
district, 
and 
h earty 
co-operation 
is 
assured Mr. Strickland by the citizens. 
Strickland, w h o is one of the best 
informed m en in the country on the 
rat and the g rea t dam ag e wroug ht by 
this pest, first tried to “ g e t” the rat 
by law', and fa ilin g in this he decided 
to g o after it "by com m on co n se n t.” 
Several years a g o a bill was drafted 
by him and intro duced in the Indiana 
leg islature, p ro viding a bounty o f a 
half a cent each for rat tails, to he 
paid by the towmship, but the bill fail­ 
ed to g et throug h. 
Strickland then hit 
on a “ rat k illin g d ay” as a m ean s of 
g o in g after the pests, at least in his 
o w n county, and m any farm ers and 
to w n sp eo p le fell in with the idea and 
hundreds of th e rodents were killed. 
Last year abo ut 3,000 w ere killed on 
th e appointed day, which w'as during 
th e first w eek in J une. 
G overnm ent 
statistics e s tim a te that each rat in the 
country eats or d estro y s 2 cents' worth 
daily, a total o f $7 .30 a year for each 
rat. 
Thus by o ne day’s work alo n e 
rats w ere killed in this one co unty 
that in a year's tim e would h a v e e x ­ 
acted the en o rm o u s toll of $21.9 00, to 
say nothing o f th e young o nes that 
w ere prevented from com ing on.

believed that tho u sand s of rats w ill be 
killed in the F irst district J une 11.
